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MR wants 
identity 
check on 
dead pets 

ANIMAL owners in the 
West Midlands will no 
longer be informed if their 
pet is killed on the roads. 

The Highways Agency has 
axed its policy of checking 
identity chips on animals 
that are found on roads but 
only in certain parts of the 
country. 

Campaigners say the de¬ 
cision means some owners 
may never find out what 
happened to their pet. 

They have won the back¬ 
ing of Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin, who said it was un¬ 
fair that checks are carried 
out in some areas and not 
others. 

Overturned 

The Government an¬ 
nounced last year that all 
pet dogs would have to have 
identity chips by 2016 to cut 
down on stray animals. 

Mr Austin has written to 
Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin in the hope of 
getting the decision over¬ 
turned. 

He said: “I’m sure lots 
of people in Dudley will be 
concerned that their family 
pet could die on the roads 
and they might never be in¬ 
formed. 

“It’s unfair that checks 
are carried out in some 
areas but the West Midlands 
loses out, so I’m urging the 
Government to do decent 
chec ks across the country . ” 

Man's body is 
found in park 

AN INQUEST has heard 
how a 38-year-old man 
hanged himself in Dudley’s 
Priory Park. 

George Hall, who was 
unemployed and lived in 
Bluebell Road, Dudley, was 
discovered by a security 
guard in a shelter at the 
park. 

The guard notified the po¬ 
lice following the discovery 
of Mr Hall’s body on No¬ 
vember 12. 

Black Country coroner 
Zafar Siddique recorded a 
verdict of suicide.

A FRAUDSTER who claimed he 
could get compensation from ener¬ 
gy companies but pocketed people’s 
cash has been given a suspended 
jail term. Shaun Morris received 
£34,000 from 310 people across the 
West Midlands. 

He was handed £100 to £150 each 
time after saying he could get un¬ 
realistic amounts of cash back from 
big suppliers on a ‘no win, no fee’ 


basis after putting adverts in news¬ 
papers. But the 45 year-old kept the 
money and was aggressive to some 
customers when they wanted to pull 
out, Stafford Crown Court was told. 

Morris pleaded guilty to three 
counts of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion, two counts of engaging in ag¬ 
gressive commercial practices and 
one of engaging in unfair practice 
between September 2012 and Oc¬ 


tober 2013. Morris, of Birch Road, 
Stone, was given a two year prison 
sentence, suspended for two years, 
and ordered to carry out 200 hours 
of unpaid work. 

Mr Tony Watkin, prosecuting, 
said Energy Compensation Bureau 
had been established by Morris in 
Stafford in 2012, but he had no ex¬ 
pertise or experience. 

Victims included Susan Homer 


from Dudley, who was told she could 
get up to £2,000. She then spoke to 
her energy supplier and told Morris 
she wanted to cancel a meeting. He 
then started “ranting” at her and 
invoiced her £65. 

Mr Peter McCartney, defending, 
said the father-of-two who previ¬ 
ously served in the armed forces and 
construction industry had exagger¬ 
ated the level of compensation.

Rubbish 
removal 
is taking 
too long 

ENVIRONMENT Agency 
officials have been accused 
of being ‘slow to move’ on a 
£750,000 clean-up of a tow¬ 
ering mound of rubbish in 
Brierley Hill. 

Robert McNaughton, di¬ 
rector of Refuse Derived 
Fuel Ltd director, served 
a jail term for failing to 
comply with a court order 
to clear the site in Moor 
Street.But the Environ¬ 
ment Agency continues to 
struggle to get the 19ft high 
rubbish pile cleared. 

The agency has been 
granted a writ of sequestra¬ 
tion from the High Court, 
allowing officials to seize as¬ 
sets from Mr McNaughton 
and the company, which 
campaigners want used to 
clear away the waste. 

Local councillor Rachel 
Harris said the process was 
taking too long. 

“The EA have been quite 
slow to move to sequest the 
funding to get this rubbish 
shifted,” she said. “The 
council in the meantime is 
doing its best. We are trying 
to control the rat issues. The 
residents wantsomething 
done now.” 

Environment Agency 
manager in the West Mid¬ 
lands, David Hudson, said 
bailiffs had also been sent 
to Mr McNaughton’s home 
as the agency reviews what 
assets can be seized. 

Man is facing

EDL thugs sent to prison after violence in city 


SEVERAL English Defence League sup¬ 
porters have been jailed after thuggish be¬ 
haviour in Birmingham city centre 
Violence flared at a protest in July 2013 
which turned the city centre into a battle¬ 
ground as pavings slabs and bottles were 
thrown in horrific clashes with police. 

Yobs also torched a Muslim prayer cap 
and Pakistani flag during the disorder in 
the city’s main entertainment district, 
around Broad Street and Centenary Square. 
Operations were conducted across the 


Midlands and further afield to arrest those 
believed to be involved in the disorder. 

People were arrested from as far afield 
as West Sussex and Tyne and Wear, having 
travelled to the West Midlands to take part 
in the demonstration. Six defendants came 
from the Black Country. 

Message 

Superintendent Richard Baker said: 
“Violence has no place on the streets of 
Birmingham, regardless of motivation or 


whatever cause people are supporting. This 
should send a clear message to those who 
are intent on coming to the West Midlands 
to cause trouble — we will not tolerate such 
behaviour.” 

Among those sentenced was Jake Hill, 
aged 32, of Church Street, Stourbridge, who 
was jailed for 22 months. A court hearing 
last month heard how he pushed a police¬ 
man and was part of crowd which attacked 
four officers trapped between two vans. 

Lee Joshua, 43, of St Marys Court, Brier- 


ley Hill, received a 16 month sentence. He 
was said to have been at the forefront of at¬ 
tempts to break through police lines. 

Thomas Wilkie, 23, of Kent Road in 
Wednesbury was jailed for 18 months after 
kicking out at a police officer. 

Also sentenced were Mark Connor, 25, 
of Tantara Stree, Walsall, who received 22 
months in prison; John Warrender, 28, of 
Oakdale Close, Oldbury, got 15 months; 
James Olley-Shields, 22, of Hanbury Hill, 
Stourbridge, was jailed for 12 months. 


College boss worried that 
cuts delay crossing appeal 


DUDLEY College’s principal has pleaded for 
a pedestrian crossing to be approved, say¬ 
ing delays with its appeal bid are ‘putting the 
lives of students and staff in danger.” 

It comes after a student was recently injured after 
being hit by a car while crossing The Broadway, be¬ 
tween the college’s main campus and Dudley Evolve 
in Tower Street. 


An appeal was lodged with 
the Planning Inspectorate 
after Dudley Council turned 
down the crossing scheme. 
Six months later, a decision 
is still yet to be made. 

The Planning Inspector¬ 
ate has confirmed the appli¬ 
cation is now being looked 
at and a site visit is due to 
take place later this month. 
A decision will then be made 
at a later date.

CHOP down laurels. Chop down apple tree. Chop down 
hydrangeas. Burn the lot in the brazier. Slash, hack, burn, 
burn, burn. Gardening. It’s a man thing. But only in Jan¬ 
uary. 

A FEW days ago I wrote about the curious veil of silence 
which has descended on the Scottish bin-lorry tragedy. 
Six people were killed on December 22 when the lorry ca¬ 
reered along the pavements of Glasgow. Yet all has gone 
very quiet. The city council says it will never identify the 
lorry driver or crew. Now, a senior Scottish lawyer says it 
could be years before the bereaved and injured are told 
what happened. He condemns Scotland’s fatal-accident 
inquiry process as flawed and “bordering on inhumane.” 
So far, no decision has even been taken on whether an 
inquiry will be held. You might imagine that Scots would 
be demanding answers to this appalling national tragedy. 
But the majority of comments I can find online insist the 
authorities know best and all will be sorted out eventually. 
I can only conclude that folk have more faith in their lords 
and masters north of the border than we have down here. 

BACK in August I asked, in my cynical old way, whether 
William Pooley, the Ebola nurse, would feature in the New 
Year Honours List for risking his life to save the lives of 
others - “or does he have to sing pop songs, row a boat 
or ride a bike very fast as well?” In fact Pooley got noth¬ 
ing. Honours went to an actress who can impersonate Cilia 
Black, a fashion designer who invented the mini skirt 50 
years ago, and to Joan Collins, presumably for being Joan 
Collins for all these years. Fine priorities, eh? 

IN Wednesday’s Thought for the Day (Radio 4) an An¬ 
glican bishop, Nick Baines, delivered a little homily, con¬ 
demning protests in Germany against “the Islamisation 
of the West.” He asked: “Why is it that in such matters, 
perception is so much more 
powerful than reality? Why is 
it that the fires of fear are so 
easy to stoke?” Five hours 
later Islamist gunmen burst 
into the offices of a satirical 
magazine and slaughtered 
a dozen Parisians. You were 
saying, Bishop . . .? 

MY item on the 30th anni¬ 
versary of the mobile phone 
reminds an ex-cop of the 
happy days when these 
huge, expensive cellphones 
were used mainly by the 

media and criminal gangs. They were also dead easy 
to intercept, using scanners. He recalls endless hours of 
listening in on thug-chat which suddenly produced the 
whispered gem: “Seven, tomorrow night, the post office.” 

MORE tales from BM (Before Mobiles). A reader, in¬ 
spired by the 30th anniversary of the first mobile-phone 
call, remembers the era when a colleague carried a bag 
of mints and humbugs for the specific purpose of bribing 
receptionists to allow him to use their phone to call his 
head office. He remembers getting his first mobile phone 
as “blissful”. And what about the bliss of being able to 
bribe a receptionist with a humbug? Those were the days. 

WASTE not, want not. Full marks to SpaceX, the Amer¬ 
ican company aiming to recycle damn great parts of its 
space rockets by dropping them many thousands of feet 
out of the heavens and “soft-landing” them on a sea barge 
on the Atlantic. Not sure I’d want to be the skipper on that 
boat.

£3k bill for sending child to fit camp 


DUDLEY Council has spent almost 
£3,000 sending an obese child to a 
fitness camp. 

The unnamed child, aged between 
11 and 16, was sent for help last 
year. 

The council is the only one in Bir¬ 
mingham and the Black Country to 
commission such a service. 

Dudley’s health boss said it only 
happened in ‘exceptional circum¬ 


stances’ and after necessary health 
checks had been carried out. 

A total of 760 children in Year 6 
are classified as obese in the bor¬ 
ough. In reception, 363 children are 
obese. The figures come from the 
National Child Measurement Pro¬ 
gramme. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet 
member for health, defended the 
council’s spending. 


“We find that tackling the issues 
that lead to obesity is cheaper and 
more sensible in the long run. 

Lifestyles 

“This is about enabling a lifestyle 
change to prevent long term health 
conditions and future pressures on 
health services. 

“We also provide full support to 
the family including nutritional 


and healthier lifestyles advice. Only 
in exceptional circumstances, and 
following medical checks to identify 
any underlying health issues, would 
we take the step of referring a child 
to a focussed camp.” 

She added: “We also work with 
the family on longer term changes 
to help when the child returns 
home, which has proven extremely 
successful.” 


One in four children 
overweight aged four 


FOUR in 10 Black Country youngsters are 
overweight when they leave primary school, 
new figures show. 

And around a quarter are already overweight by 
the time they are just four years old. 

Public Health England has released the shocking figures, 
for which Dudley and Wolverhampton tops the fat league 



Staffordshire, the figures 
tower above the national 
averages, particularly for 
11-year-olds. 

In England, around 33 
per cent of children are 
overweight when they leave 
primary school, but in the 
Black Country this rises to 
around 40 per cent. 

Obese 

Dudley is joint-worst in 
the West Midlands for fat 
four-year-olds with 26.4 per 
cent deemed overweight or 
obese, the same as in Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

In Walsall this figure 
is 24.1 per cent and in 
Sandwell it drops to 21.8 
per cent. 

All four Black Country 
areas hover around 40 per 
cent for overweight 11-year- 
olds, with Wolverhampton 
the highest on 41.8 per cent 
but Dudley is the lowest on 
38.6 per cent. 

Jane DeVille-Almond is a 
senior health lecturer at the 
University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and also chairs the Brit¬ 
ish Obesity Society. She said 
it was no surprise that the

Black Country was above 
the national average in the 
obesity league and explained 
that the figures reflected an 
ongoing trend. 

“As with any industri¬ 
alised community where 
people historically eat foods 
with a high percentage of 
fat it’s difficult for people 
to change their dietary hab¬ 
its,” she said. 

“There’s a clear link be¬ 
tween poverty and depriva¬ 
tion — it’s nothing new. 

“In Wolverhampton it 
would be wonderful to show 
we can turn it around. We 
need to show the rest of the 
country we can do it. 

“We’ve got a genera¬ 
tion of kids who haven’t 
watched their parents cook 
meals or families sit down to 
eat together. That needs to 
change.” 

Public Health England 
released the child obesity 
figures as it launched its 
Change4Life campaign to 
encourage parents to cut 
down the amount of sugar 
their children eat or drink.

61b 3oz, was allowed home the following 
day.

meals for 
hospital 
patients 

PATIENT meals are being 
revamped at Russells Hall 
Hospital with menus of¬ 
fering a wider choice being 
rolled out across the wards. 

Concerns about food 
not being hot enough has 
prompted Interserve, which 
provides the meals, to invest 
£500,000 on trolleys which 
will be able to warm plates. 

A survey in 2013 showed 
that only 44 per cent of pa¬ 
tients were happy with what 
was being served up at the 
hospital. Since then bosses 
have been working to make 
improvements. 

For lunch and supper, pa¬ 
tients now have the choice 
of four hot meals, four cold 
options, six side dishes, and 
a variety of both hot and 
cold puddings. 

This is in addition to the 
24 hot dishes available to 
pre-order from the special 
menu which includes gluten 
free, dairy free, vegan, vege¬ 
tarian and halal options. 

A trial has taken place to 
get the views of patients and 
unpopular meals have been 
dropped. 

Chief executive of Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust Paula Clark said: 
“Our new inpatient menus 
are already in use in four 
ward areas — ward B4, 
ward C5, children’s ward 
and our medical high de¬ 
pendency unit.”

Motorway coach crash driver banned and fined 


A COACH driver has been banned from 
driving after he fell asleep at the wheel and 
crashed off the M5 while carrying dozens of 
Black Country children. 

Robert Blakemore, 60, from Wolver¬ 
hampton, was driving 53 passengers from 
Dudley, Wolverhampton and West Brom¬ 
wich, on a day out to the seaside, when the 
coach veered off the motorway into a ditch 
in Gloucestershire in August last year. 

HE pleaded guilty to driving without due 
care and attention at Stroud Magistrates’ 
Court last week. 

SEVEN people - one child and six adults, 


including Blakemore - suffered minor inju¬ 
ries during the incident. 

The coach was operated by Lye-based 
Prospect Coaches. 

It had been taking a group of youngsters 
from Bright Futures Children’s Centre in 
West Bromwich for a day out at Weston-su¬ 
per-Mare. 

Licence 

Children and teachers from across the 
Black Country had been looking forward to 
the day at the Somerset resort. 

Blakemore was seen by passengers to 


have his eyes shut and chin resting on his 
chest at the time of the crash, magistrates 
were told. 

He told the court that he was currently 
on sick pay and unable to work because of a 
broken leg suffered in the crash. 

He added that losing his licence would 
mean he would lose his job.

In witness statements, three passengers 


said Blakemore woke when the coach was 
drifting towards the hard shoulder and a 
girl screamed, Stroud Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

No mechanical defect was found with the 
coach and breath tests indicated he had not 
been drinking. Mr Blakemore, who is dia¬ 
betic, said he ‘did not black out’. 

He was handed a 15 month ban, fined 
£165 and ordered to take an extended test. 

Two of the other Prospect Coaches trav¬ 
elling to Weston continued on to the sea¬ 
side, while another turned back to the Black 
Country. 


House sharing scheme is 
designed for young people 


A SCHEME helping young people to find their 
own home has been launched in Dudley. 

A new shared housing programme will be trialled 
in central Dudley and Lower Gornal, tailored to the 
needs of young people aged 18 to 35. Dudley Coun¬ 
cil is running the pilot scheme in partnership with 
Black Country Housing Group and Churches Hous¬ 
es Association of Dudley and District. 


DVIA delays 
need to be 
investigated 

DUDLEY MP Ian Austin 
has called on the Govern¬ 
ment to act after unearth¬ 
ing evidence of soaring de¬ 
lays in DVLA applications. 

Figures released at the 
request of the Dudley North 
MP revealed a total of 185 
people had been kept wait¬ 
ing six months before their 
application was processed 
during 2013/14, ten times as 
many as the previous year. 

The Labour politician 
launched an investigation 
after receiving complaints 
from his constituents, in¬ 
cluding some who said they 
had been unable to drive for 
six months. 

More than 8,500 com¬ 
plaints have been made 
against the organisation 
during 2014/15, it was re¬ 
vealed. 

Mr Austin has written to 
Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin, urging him to 
investigate the matter. He 
said: “These delays are un¬ 
believable. I’ve heard from 
local people who haven’t 
been able to drive for six 
months because for delays 
to their application. This 
isn’t just a minor inconven¬ 
ience. I’ve told government 
to get to the bottom of this.” 


Self-contained rooms 
will be available in shared 
houses, specifically for 
young people. They will be 
provided with their own 
private bedroom with an 
en-suite bathroom, bed and 
small fridge. Some may also 
have a microwave and ket¬ 
tle. 

The rest of the house will 
be shared with other ten¬ 
ants, who will have a shared 
kitchen and in some cases a 
garden. 

Lifestyle 

A selection and matching 
process will also look at life¬ 
style preferences and things 
such as working hours and 
sleeping patterns to match 
potential residents together 
as house mates. 

Housing boss Councillor 
Gaye Partridge said: “We 
recognise that many young 
people want or need to make 
the move to independent liv¬ 
ing but struggle to find suit¬ 
able and affordable places 
to live. We have developed 
this shared housing option 
specifically for young people 
to test the market. 

“If it proves a success we 
may look to roll the scheme 
out across Dudley borough.” 

To qualify for the shared 
houses people must meet 
and agree to share with the 
other selected residents. 
They must also be aged be¬ 
tween 18 and 35 and have 
lived or worked in Dudley 
borough continuously for 
the last two years.

Through looking 
glass into the past 


Stourbridge was at the 
centre of the glass industry, 
CHARLIE BENTON looks 
at relics recently found 

DEDICATED volunteers have 
spent hours sifting through 
tons of soil to uncover an ar¬ 
ray of hidden gems from Stour¬ 
bridge’s glass industry herit¬ 
age. 

An eight-month long excavation 
on the site of the Ruskin Mill Glass¬ 
house College has unearthed exam¬ 
ples of glassware dating back hun¬ 
dreds of years and evidence of two of 
the region’s earliest furnaces. 

Now some of the window glass, bot¬ 
tles, tiles, cut lead crystal and carriage 
lantern lenses which have been dug up 
will be going on public display. 

Stourbridge was once the epicentre 
of the UK’s glass-making industry, re¬ 
nowned the world over for its high-qual¬ 
ity glass products since the early 1600s. 

The remains of furnaces discovered 
at the site would have been in the shape 
of distinctive cones similar to the Red 
House Glass Cone that stands in nearby 
Wordsley. Such glass cones once domi¬ 
nated the skyline of the area. The two 
found at the Ruskin site date back to 
1691 and 1692 respectively. 

The site forms part of The Glasshouse, 
formally known as the Ruskin Glass Cen¬ 
tre, which serves as a working homage to 
the glass trade. 

The dig was carried out by volunteers 
as well as 90 students from the college in 
Wollaston Road with special educational 
needs. 

Among the items uncovered are bottles 
which date back to the 1700s, decorative 
glass from the 1850s and clay pipes. 

Glass heritage director at the college 
Ian Dury, aged 61, of Kinver, said: “It 
has been amazing and what we have dis-

covered is a time capsule of glass mak¬ 
ing on the site for the past 400 years 
so we really did find all sorts of things, 
from windows to bottles. 

Condition 

“Although of course a lot of the pieces 
were shattered, the glass itself was in 
very good condition as once it is under¬ 
ground it stays quite stable.” 

Many pieces will now be put on dis¬ 
play. 

Mr Dury said: “We had archaeolog¬ 
ical and glass specialists take a look 


at what we found and they were very 
impressed. Although we put a lot of it 
back, there were a lot of pieces that will 
be kept. Some of it will be sent to mu¬ 
seums and some of it will be kept at the 
college itself. 

“In May we will be holding a special 
international glass festival and it would 
be great to display it then.” 

He added: “We found lots of window 
glass, lots of pieces of bottles and tiles 
and decorative glass. 

“Anything that can be made in glass 
has been made here for 420 years. The 


first cones were built in 1691 and 1692 
and then they built another cone on top 
of it. 

“The main facility was built in the 
1930s. It has constantly been in use as a 
glass making facility for 400 years. 

“It is a timeless art, the same equip¬ 
ment that was used then is still used 
today.” 

Mr Dury, originally from South Wales, 
said he has been working in the glass in¬ 
dustry for almost 50 years. 

He said: “It was absolutely fantastic 
to be a part of the dig. The funding we 
received from English Heritage and the 
National Lottery allowed us to do a lot 
of research to find out just what we were 
digging up 

“There were over 16 glass cones in the 
area alone at one stage and it has en¬ 
riched the area so much.” 

Ruskin Mill stands on the site of the 
former Webb Corbett glassworks which 
operated between 1913 and 1969. 

It was taken over by Royal Doulton 
which operated until it was sold in 1999 
to the Ruskin Mill trust. 

Mr Dury has paid tribute to the work 
of volunteers who turned out to help. 
He said: “We started the dig in Febru¬ 
ary last year and we had funding from 
English Heritage and National Lottery. 

“For the first couple of weeks I was 
tasked with finding volunteers and 
although I was worried initially I 
shouldn’t have been, as we had so many 
people come out to help us dig. 

“We have 90 students with special ed¬ 
ucational needs here at the college, they 
have absolutely loved doing it and taking 
part. 

“The first two weeks was all about 
getting volunteers from elsewhere, I was 
concerned at first but the turnout was 
amazing. There were more than enough 
volunteers and other schools came out 
and got involved. 

“We are also interested in inviting 
schools to come along and take a look at 
what we found. The glass that was made 
here can be found in all sorts of places.”

FOUR million conversations are 
what the Labour party’s leader 
says it must hold between now 
and polling day. 

Between them, shadow chan¬ 
cellor Ed Balls and shadow work 
and pensions secretary Rachel 
Reeves clocked up a few of 
those in Staffordshire and the 
Black Country this week. 

With no party commanding 
an overall majority in the Com¬ 
mons, the run-up to the May 7 
General Election is going to be 
something of a level playing field 
between Labour and the Con¬ 
servatives. 

They both need to hold on to 
every seat they won last time 
and to win even more if they 
are to avoid another compro¬ 
mise-laden coalition. 

Both are losing votes to oth¬ 
er parties, specifically UKIP, the 
Greens and the SNP (north of 
the border, obviously). 

Hence Miss Reeves played 
the consolidation game in Dud¬ 
ley North, the most marginal La¬ 
bour seat in the Black Country 
while Mr Balls headed for Can¬ 
nock Chase. 

The latter was the scene of a 
symbolic defeat, at least in nu¬ 
merical terms, for Labour. It’s 
where the Tories saw the largest 
swing to them in 2010. 

It contains, in theory, the larg¬ 
est proportion of voters who 
were prepared to desert one 
party for its arch enemy. If La¬ 
bour can win this back, it stands 
to reason it can win back others 
as well. 

In the 1990s we had Essex 
Man, the typical voter described 
as ‘working class, father, elec¬ 
trician, right-wing, keen hanger, 
noisily rambunctious, no sub¬ 
tlety’. Then Tony Blair came up 
with another type of voter, the 
so-called Mondeo Man. 

“His dad voted Labour,” he 
said. “He used to vote Labour, 
too. But he’d bought his own 
house now. He’d set up his own 
business. He was doing very 
nicely. ‘So I’ve become a Tory’, 
he said. In that moment, he crys¬ 
tallised for me the basis of our 
failure. His instinct was to get 
on in life. And he thought our in¬ 
stincts were to stop him.” 

In both Labour visits to the 
Black Country and Staffordshire, 
the front-benchers met appren¬ 
tices. Under Mr Blair there was 
a drive to get half of young peo¬ 
ple into higher education. Now 
there’s a renewed interest in ap¬ 
prenticeships to give employers 
the skilled workforce they need. 

While Mr Balls was tinkering 
around on a go-kart with two 
student mechanics at South 
Staffordshire College it occurred 
to me that Cannock Mechanic 
could well determine the out¬ 
come of this election. 

Whether it’s the young voter 
or their parent or grandparent, 
all of them want to know if the 
younger ones are going to have 
a chance to get on in life, get a 
job and make a contribution. The 
big debate will be how that hap¬ 
pens. The parties have just un¬ 
der four months to convince us.

Author's book looks 
at Zeebrugge tragedy 


IT was a tragedy that shook 
the world. 

On the evening of March 6, 
1987, the Herald of Free Enter¬ 
prise set off from the Belgian port 
of Zeebrugge destined for Dover 
carrying 459 passengers and a 
crew of 80. It would never arrive. 

Just 23 minutes of leaving the port 
the ferry capsized when water cas¬ 
caded into the car deck after the bow 
doors were mistakenly left open. A 
total of 193 people lost their lives. 

Memories of the disaster have in¬ 
spired a first book by author Iain Yard- 
ley, of Temple Street, Lower Gornal, 
entitled ‘Ninety Seconds at Zeebrugge: 
The Herald of Free Enterprise Story’. 

Mr Yardley had travelled on the 
Herald of Free Enterprise on a school 
trip the year before aged 14 and so the 
tragedy left a lasting impression. 

Impact 

He said: “I think it left such an im¬ 
pact because it was ordinary people 
like me who died. I could have been on 
board.” 

The 42-year-old has spoken to more 
than 20 survivors, as well as staff from 
hospitals that treated the casualties, 
in compiling the book, which took Mr 
Yardley eight years to write. 

To make contact with the survivors, 
he researched memorials set up in 
tribute to the victims as well as funds 
set up in their names. He also put out 
appeals for people to contact him in 
the letters pages of local newspapers. 

He said: “I just wanted to get it 
right, which was why it took so long. 
I could have rehashed a lot of infor¬ 
mation that people already knew but 
I didn’t want to do that. What I really 
wanted to do was tell the stories that 
people hadn’t read about, or thought 
about before.” 

Mr Yardley, who designs and com¬ 
missions scrap metal furnaces, said

he there had been a lack of literature 
available on the tragedy. 

A number of poignant stories 
emerged from Mr Yardley’s research 
into the passengers, such as British 
Army personnel returning after serv¬ 
ing in Germany. One family was re¬ 
turning to be at the bedside of their 
dying father and another was bringing 
their baby daughter home to be chris¬ 


tened. Mr Yardley added: “The book 
is a recalling of the disaster and the 
immediate aftermath from the point of 
view of the people who were involved.” 

A public inquiry was critical of op¬ 
erator Townsend Thoresen and the 
design of the ship 

The book is available via History

A WEST Midlands Euro MP 
has called for an investiga¬ 
tion into nuisance 999 calls 
after it emerged paramedics 
were called to one property 
in Stourbridge more than 200 
times in 12 months. 

West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice was called to an address in the 
town 231 times for ‘falls’, accord¬ 
ing to details revealed through a 
Freedom of Information request. 

The service revealed its paramedics 
and ambulance crews were called out 
5,000 times to the same 30 addresses 
in the region. 

Another property in Birmingham’s 
Shard End area was visited on 653 
occasions with only 11 of the call-outs 
resulting in anyone being taken to 
hospital. Of the calls, more than 400 
were described as being for ‘someone 
feeling generally unwell’.

could easily put lives at risk. 

“Irresponsible prank callers are 
literally playing games with people’s 
lives and should receive the most 
severe punishment the law allows. 
There is no excuse for this criminal 
stupidity.” 

The figures, obtained by a Freedom 
of Information request, do not reveal 
specific addresses due to data protec¬ 
tion laws. 

A spokesman for West Midlands 
Ambulance Service said: “The trust 
is aware of a number of high-volume 
service users who regularly call the 
ambulance service. 

“Some people do suffer from com¬ 
plex health-related disorders that, at 
times, require emergency intervention 
on a regular basis. Although this may 
appear to be a ‘misuse’ of resources 
it is indeed entirely appropriate and 
embraces the ethos of delivery of 
high-quality patient care.”

A GOVERNMENT minister believed she had the perfect 
recipe to help the region’s young unemployed during a visit 
to a new hotel and pub restaurant in Stourbridge. 

Esther McVey, minister of state for employment, vis¬ 
ited the Premier Inn and Brewers Fayre in Birmingham 
Street, where she met some of the 16 employees who had 
graduated from a Government-backed scheme called Sec¬ 
tor-based Work Academies. 

The Wirral West Conservative MP also took a tour of 
the hotel and eyed up some tasty cakes in the restaurant. 

The aim of the Government initiative is to provide un¬ 
employed youngsters with training in the hospitality sector 
and the chance to have a jobs taster for a number of weeks, 
with a guaranteed job interview. 

A total of 60 jobs were created at the site, which opened 
on December 18. 

Two of the graduates who spoke to the minister about 
their experience on the scheme were Joshua Pagett, aged 
20 and Samantha Taylor, aged 18. 

Mr Pagett, of Kingswinford, had been unemployed for a 
year. He said: “The big difference the job has made for me 
has been the boost in confidence.” 


Call for lantern 
ban after inferno 


A BAN on Chinese sky lanterns — as seen 
in the movie Tangled — are set to cover 
parts of the Black Country, as councils fear 
fires caused by the contraptions. 

One of the popular paper devices, which 
use the heat of a small flame to take off into 
the night sky, caused £6 million of damage 
at Smethwick’s Jayplas recycling plant in 
2013, turning the site into an inferno of 
molten plastic in one of the biggest fires to 
hit the West Midlands.

The floating lanterns have become hugely 
popular in recent years, at weddings, new 
year celebrations and memorial events. 

Wolverhampton City Council is to discuss 
the possibility of restricting the use of sky 
lanterns at marriage venues and on council 
property. Sandwell Council has been calling 
for the lanterns to be banned by the Gov¬ 
ernment after the Smethwick blaze. West 
Midlands Fire Service is also calling for a 
review of legislation.

FRAUDSTERS have targeted 
shoppers in a spate of card 
cloning incidents in Sedgley. 

Victims said they had been con¬ 
tacted by their banks, who told them 
criminals had attempted to withdraw 
cash in Pakistan using the UK ac¬ 
counts. 

Prior to them being targeted the 
victims had used their debit cards at 
a shops and cashpoints in Sedgley, 
and all said they had used the cash 
machine at the town’s Midcounties 
Co-Operative store. The claims were 
made on community Facebook site 
Spotted: Sedgley. 

Christine Jones, aged 51, of Kinloch 
Drive, Dudley said she had used her 
card at cash machines at the Tesco Ex¬ 
press in Highland Road and the Co-Op 
store and had then received a phone 
call from her bank, Santander, asking 
her to get in touch. 

She was told someone had tried to 
withdraw £160 in Multan, Pakistan,

but the transaction was stopped by the 
bank and her card cancelled. 

The incident meant Mrs Jones, who 
lives with her husband Alan, could not 
withdraw money from cash machines 
while waiting at least 10 days for a 
new card. 

Attempt 

Adam Wilkins, 27, of Dudley Road, 
Sedgley was another victim. He said: 
“It was a bit of an inconvenience but 
my bank, Barclays, sorted it all out.” 

He said staff at the bank told him 
he was not the first customer to visit 
complaining about card cloning. He 
believed his card had been cloned at 
the Co-Op store in Sedgley, adding 
that an attempt was made to with¬ 
draw £66 from an address called ‘New 
Muslim LMC’ in Pakistan. 


Alan White, a spokesman for Bar¬ 
clays, said fraudsters could clone the 
magnetic strip and pick up the PIN, 
but could not clone the card’s chip, 
adding that if they then attempted 
to use the cloned card in the UK, the 
system would pick up the fact that the 
chip was incorrect. 

He believed that as the attempt to 
withdraw the cash had been made in 
Pakistan, the bank’s IT systems would 
have detected an unusual transaction, 
especially if the previous attempt to 
withdraw money from the account had 
been made in the UK only a few hours 
before. “We have got a very sophisti¬ 
cated fraud detection system in place 
and we have notified the customer and 
he has told us that the transaction was 
not genuine,” Mr White added. 

The Midcounties Co-Operative said 
the firm had not received any com¬ 
plaints about the cashpoint but ad¬ 
vised anyone using a cash machine to 
be vigilant. 


Shed is 
wrecked 
by blaze 

A GARDEN shed was 
destroyed by fire after a 
portable heater was blown 
over in strong winds. 

The homeowner, a 
man in his 50s, was una¬ 
ble to put the fire out as 
it spread quickly in the 
shed. 

Crews were called to 
the house in Alpine Close, 
Netherton, at around 2pm 
on Friday. 

Just a shell of the shed 
remained after the fire 
was extinguished, with a 
garage, fence panels and 
a neighbour’s greenhouse 
also damaged. 

Brierley Hill Fire Sta¬ 
tion crew commander 
Tom Edwards said: “The 
guy was heating up some 
bait with a portable 
heater, he was going fish¬ 
ing, and in the high winds 
it has blown over. 

“He only left it for a 
second, it spread that 
quickly. 

“We could see the 
smoke from the station.”

Second time

VANDALS have attacked a tree planted to 
honour the Queen during her Diamond Jubi¬ 
lee for a second time. 

First the beech tree was chopped down and the 
branches dumped in a park bin. Now the a plaque 
fitted to the remaining stump in Netherton Park has 
been destroyed. 

Geoff Johnson, chairman 
of the Friends of Nether¬ 
ton Park, said he was ‘dis¬ 
gusted’ by the latest attack, 
which took place on New 
Year’s Day — a week after 
tree had been cut down. 

“I fixed the plaque to the 
stump in defiance but it has 
been completely destroyed,” 
he said. 

“The top has been ripped 
off. The plaque was attached 
to the stump with four or 
five bands of insulation tape 
so a great deal of effort has 
gone in to wrecking it. 

“ It’s mindless vandalism. 

We can see no reason for it. 

We’re not aware of any ven¬ 
detta against the park. 

“From the plaque, it 
would have been clear that 
the tree had been planted 
for the Queen but whoever 
is responsible just doesn’t 
seem to care,” added Mr 
Johnson.

plaque said ‘planted by the 
Friends of Netherton Park 
to commemorate the Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee of Her Maj¬ 
esty’. 

The first vandalism attack 
took place on Christmas 
Day — the day the Queen 
addressed the nation with 
a message about the impor¬ 
tance of reconciliation.

Brewery hails 100 
years with ale trail 


A BREWERY has thrown 
down the gauntlet to real 
ale lovers as it launches 
its centenary celebrations. 

Holden’s Brewery will chal¬ 
lenge punters to get a round in 
at each of its pubs across the 
Black Country. 

The real ale trail will begin in the 
spring as the Woodsetton-based 
brewery kicks-off a range of events 
to mark its 100th anniversary. 

Those who complete the tour of 
the firm’s 20 tenanted pubs will 
then be able to swap their com¬ 
pleted card for Holden’s centenary 
memorabilia. The family-run brew¬ 
ery will also host tours, starting 
from February. 

The arrival of the brewery’s cen¬ 
tenary year comes as an expansion 
of the site is nearing completion.

stops on the Holden’s tour will be 
the Rose and Crown in Brierley 
Hill and landlord Mark Pritchard 
believes the idea will drum up in¬ 
terest in the area. 

He said: “It’s a popular brew¬ 
ery around here. This pub is still 
a busy little pub and I do think it 
will make a difference. 

“Round here it is a real ale area, 
it’s so popular, especially when 
they bring out their own monthly 
ones. 

“They tend to go down really 
well. I think the tour is a really 
good idea.” 

Francis Britton, who runs 
Holdens pub The Wheatsheaf, in 
Carter’s Green, West Bromwich, 
believes the tour could come as a 
major boost. 

She said: “Anything that gets 
more people in is a good idea. 
Hopefully this can help. All pubs 
need more customers at the mo¬ 


ment and anything that increases 
the likelihood of people coming in 
is good. 

“Ale is a good seller, the pub is 
known for having real ale. Locally 
it does well.” 

Despite the bleak outlook for 
the industry in recent years which 
has seen pubs continue to disap¬ 
pear from Black Country streets, 
Holden’s has been able to buck the 
trend and invest in the future. 

When the expansion is complete, 
ale production will increase from 
50,000 pints a week to 75,000. 

Popularity 

The extension has been built at 
the rear of the site in George Street 
and will see extra fermentation 
tanks installed. A new bottle store 
was also completed in 2012. 

When the plans were revealed, 
managing director Jonathan 
Holden said: “There has been a re¬ 
surgence in the popularity of ales 
in recent time and this has been a 
massive benefit to us. 

“This expansion is necessary for 
us to build on the business.”

Call for apprenticeships 
to match with uni places

SHADOW work and pensions 
secretary Rachel Reeves 
came to Dudley to meet a 
new generation of apprentic¬ 
es at Dudley Council. 

Miss Reeves says: “They are work¬ 
ing in all sorts of fields, from horti¬ 
culture to business admin, highways, 
HGVs, leisure centres and electrical 
engineering. 

“The council is now sending current 
apprentices to promote the opportuni¬ 
ties for prospective ones rather than 
its HR (human resources) people. It’s 
something we can do around the coun¬ 
try.” 


Labour, which is in charge of Dudley 
Council and took on the apprentices, 
says there is much more that could 
and should be done across Britain. 

They want to create at least one ap¬ 
prenticeship for every £1 million spent 
on public projects and impose new 
rules to make large companies train a 
new apprentice for each skilled worker 
they hire from outside the European 
Union. 

“We’ve said after 10 years there 
should be as many apprenticeships 
as university places, giving different 
routes for young people to choose 
from,” Miss Reeves said. 

“The Government says everything 


is going well for people in the Black 
Country but it’s had a pretty diffi¬ 
cult four and a half years. This is the 
first time since the 1970s that people 
have got worse off. A person in work 
is £1,600 worse off under David Cam¬ 
eron. That’s not a record for him to be 
proud of. We want an economy where 
everyone can succeed, not just a few 
at the top.” 

“People feel anxious about the fu¬ 
ture for their families. They are wor¬ 
ried about where new jobs will come 
from,” added Miss Reeves. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said: 
“Education and skills have to be our 
number-one priority for our area.”

Black Country-based steam enthusiast Len Crane, who 
restored engines and cranes, has died at the age of 81 

STEAM engine enthusiast Len Crane has died at the age of 
81. Mr Crane restored seven steam engines at a time when 
many were being dismantled across the Black Country. 

He also organised popular events, including the Steam 
Gathering at the Black Country Living Museum. 

On Sunday, following a long illness, Mr Crane passed 
away at New Cross Hospital in Wolverhampton with his 
wife Jane and daughter Brigitte by his side. 

Mrs Crane, aged 74, said: “He was so passionate about 
anything which moved and so talented to learn about it all 
himself. The work he carried out restoring the old engines 
was remarkable, and he made many, many friends along 
the way.” 

Mr Crane was born in Yorkshire and his family moved to 
West Bromwich when he was young with his father work¬ 
ing at Delta Metals. He attended George Salter school in 
West Bromwich before a scholarship to Ryland Memorial 
School of Art. 

He had a successful 12-year career in motorbike rac¬ 
ing which saw him crowned British Motorcross Scramble 
Champion in 1966 and 1967. He worked as a tool maker at 
Great Bridge Foundry and later in Birmingham.

POLICE have bolstered the 
number of officers tackling 
sex crimes across the West 
Midlands as it emerged the 
region is a hot spot for sexual 
predators. 

Wolverhampton has the second 
highest rate of convicted sex of¬ 
fenders per person in the entire 
country with 377 convicted crimi¬ 
nals living in the city. 

Figures show there are also high 
numbers of sex offenders elsewhere 
in the Black Country, with 348 in 
Sandwell, 315 in Walsall and 293 in 
Dudley. 

There are more than 1,000 sex of¬ 
fenders living in Birmingham and 893 
in Staffordshire. 

West Midlands Police Chief Con¬ 
stable Chris Sims has now added 275 
officers to its Public Protection Unit 
— the department that deals with sex

offences — with a total 793 police of¬ 
ficers with 50 civilian staff. 

Chief Inspector Michaela Kerr, 
said: “West Midlands Police recently 
expanded its Public Protection Unit 
with 275 additional officers joining 
the team. 

“The number of officers working in 
Public Protection now accounts for 
around 10 per cent of the force’s total 
strength, that’s a clear indication of 
our commitment to supporting victims 
of sex crime, safeguarding vulnerable 
people, and ensuring offenders face 
justice. 

“We have a dedicated team of spe¬ 
cialist officers that work with proba¬ 
tion and partner agencies to manage 
sex offenders.” 

Across England and Wales, police 
and probation are currently monitor¬ 


ing 46,102 registered sex offenders. 
Latest figures show there are 2,521 
sex offenders in the West Midlands. 

For every 100,000 people in Wolver¬ 
hampton, there are 172 sex offenders 
— an average which is narrowly lower 
than the highest rate in the country, 
which is in Hull where the number is 
174 per 100,000. 

Protecting 

Wolverhampton South East MP 
Pat McFadden said: “I am sure this 
information will concern the public 
and the question I have to ask is why 
does Wolverhampton have one of the 
highest rates? 

“What is absolutely paramount is 
that the police and relevant authori¬ 
ties know who these offenders are and 
where they live and that they are ac¬ 
tively protecting the public.” 

In contrast, neighbouring South 
Staffordshire had the lowest number 
of sex offenders, 41 per 100,000.

The campaign forbids organised car cruising 


Injunction putting the 
brake on car cruising 


CAR cruising will be banned across the Black 
Country after a ground-breaking High Court 
injunction was secured by Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall councils. 

The injunction forbids people from participating 
in or promoting, organising or publicising a “car 
cruise” anywhere within the Black Country. 

Car cruising - the act of drivers meeting on the public 
highway on either an organised or impromptu basis to race 
or show off in their cars - is noisy, dangerous and illegal. 

Regular gatherings take place at a number of “hotspots” 
around the Black Country, where up to 250 vehicles and 
spectators turn local roads into a race track. 

They include the Black Country Route and Birmingham 
New Road in Wolverhampton, Flood Street in Dudley, Bean 
Road Industrial Estate, Tipton, Hallens Drive, Wednesbury 
and Brickyard Road, Walsall, as well as public and retail 
car parks across the Black Country. 

Local councils and the police have received hundreds 
of complaints about car cruising over the last few years, 


ranging from vehicles and spectators obstructing highways 
or residential or business properties, to dangerous driving, 
excessive noise, littering, verbal abuse and intimidation. 
There have also been a number of collisions involving vehi¬ 
cles taking part in car cruises. 

Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall councils, 
working in partnership with West Midlands Police, secured 
the injunction from the High Court in Birmingham last 
month. Anyone suspected of breaching it will be at risk of 
being in contempt of court, for which an adult can face up 
to two years in prison and a fine. 

Anti-social 

Speaking on behalf of the partners, Councillor Elias 
Mattu, Wolverhampton City Council’s cabinet member for 
leisure and communities, said: “Car cruising has been a 
bone of contention for residents and businesses for many 
years. 

“The activities are not only wholly anti-social, but also il¬ 
legal and dangerous, putting the safety of participants and 
spectators at risk. It’s only a matter of time until someone 
is seriously injured or even killed. 


I am confident this ground-breaking injunction will 
have a positive impact on the lives of law-abiding people in 
Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall.” 

Chief Inspector Kerry Blakeman, head of West Midlands 
Police’s Traffic unit, said: “This Black Country-wide in¬ 
junction will form the backbone of our on-going measures 
to target people using the road as a racetrack while ensur¬ 
ing the safety of others. 

“As well as the obvious dangers of driving at speed on 
urban roads, car cruising generates a lot of late-night noise 
nuisance for people living near key routes. 

Law abiding drivers can also feel intimidated when they 
inadvertently find themselves in the middle of a gather¬ 
ing.” 

Councillor Mattu added: “It should be stressed that we 
are not seeking to prevent legitimate car enthusiasts from 
enjoying their hobby. 

“What we want to do is put a stop to the menace of car 
cruising, which is making life a misery for so many people 
across the Black Country.” 

• Anyone who witnesses a car cruise on the public 
highway or public place is asked to call police on 101. 


Court action 

1) It is forbidden for anyone to participate in “car 
cruising” (as defined in the schedule below) any¬ 
where within the Claimants’ combined geographi¬ 
cal area known locally as the Black Country Area. 

2) It is also forbidden for anyone to promote, organ¬ 
ise, or publicise via e-mail, the internet or any publica¬ 
tion or broadcast, any “car cruising” within the defined 
geographical area. 

3) A power of arrest pursuant to section 27 Police and 
Criminal Justice Act 2006 shall apply to clause 1 above. 

4) The order and power of arrest shall continue for 3 
years following the commencement of this order or until 
it is varied or discharged by the court. This order shall 
come into effect at midnight on 2 February 2015 provid¬ 
ed that the Claimants have completed certain steps. It 
shall, subject to further order, expire at midnight 1 Feb¬ 
ruary 2018. 

5) Personal service of this injunction is dispensed with 
pursuant to rule 81.8 of the Civil Procedure Rules. 

Schedule 

1) “Car Cruising” means two or more motor vehicles 
(including motorbikes) between the hours of 3pm and 
7am being on a highway or in a publicly accessible 
place within the Black Country Area at which any such 
vehicle or occupant of a vehicle performs any of the pro¬ 
hibited activities listed in clause 3 below which causes, 
or is capable of causing, any of the prohibited conse¬ 
quences set out in clause 4 below. 

2) “Participating in car cruising” means being the driv¬ 
er of, or being carried in (or on), a motor vehicle (includ¬ 
ing motorbikes) in circumstances in which paragraph 1 
above applies. 

3) The prohibited activities referred to in clause 1 
above are: speeding; driving in convoy; racing; per¬ 
forming stunts; sounding horns/playing music as to 
cause a significant public nuisance; using foul or abu¬ 
sive language; using threatening, intimidating behaviour 
towards another person; and causing obstruction on a 
public highway, whether moving or stationary. 

4) The prohibited consequences referred to in clause 
1 above are: excessive noise; danger or risk of injury to 
road users (including pedestrians); damage or signifi¬ 
cant risk of damage to property; significant risk of harm; 
significant public nuisance; and significant annoyance 
to the public.

Booklet 


Over 2,000 men and women take part in a march through Lichfield Street 


Those chosen to take part will be 
trained in the use of public archives 
and oral history interviewing in order 
to collect the testimonies of up to 40 
former steel workers. This informa¬ 
tion will then be incorporated into a 
museum exhibition, an educational 
booklet and a documentary to be show¬ 
cased at community events scheduled 
throughout 2015 and 2016. 

Councillor Bert Turner, a former 
member of the Works Joint Action 
Committee at Bilston Works, said: 

The bravery and resilience shown 
by the steel men of Bilston in battling 
against the British Steel Corporation 
and the Government should be re¬ 
membered and celebrated. 

“It is hoped that ‘In the Shadow of 
Elisabeth’ will encourage a new gen¬ 
eration of young Bilstonians to be in¬ 
spired by the action of Bilston’s steel 
men all those years ago.” 


The title draws inspiration from a 
giant ‘Elisabeth’ blast furnace, torn 
down in October 1980. 

Pat McFadden, MP for Wolver¬ 
hampton South East, said: “The clo¬ 
sure of the steelworks was a defining 
moment in the town’s history. It 
changed the town’s economic history 
and character.” 

The project will officially be 


launched at a community event in 
Bilston Community Centre, at 6pm 
on January 23 featuring speeches by 
former steel workers and trade union 
officials, poetry readings, live music 
and the premiering of a short audio 
documentary on life in the Works.

Historical series hopes 
to be a novel success

work, down the pub, or about the house. Writer 
Chris Chibnall has a lot to answer for - his brilliant 
work seems to be dominating almost all our waking 
thoughts. He explains: ’In the time we’ve been off 
air, we’ve never stopped working on the show’s 
return. I knew, from the start, that there was another 
story to tell in the world of Broadchurch: so much so 
that I’d pitched it to Peter Fincham, Director of 
Television at ITV, in our very first meeting when he 
greenlit the first series of the show.’ Secrecy has 
shrouded this second series before now, but in 
tonight’s third episode, Hardy faces a race against 
time as Ellie discovers startling new evidence. But 
she’s got plenty more on her plate than that, as she 
comes under pressure from all sides, and life for 
Mark and Beth is about to change forever.

D espite the best efforts of 

Jonathan Rhys Meyers in The 
Tudors and Eric Bana in The 
Other Boleyn Girl, it seems Henry 
VIII still has a very unglamorous 
image. 

Or as Damian Lewis puts it: “I think 
we all have this understanding that 
he was this womanising, syphilitic, 
bloated, genocidal Elvis character.” 

However, in new drama series Wolf 
Hall, adapted from Hilary Mantel’s 
two Booker-prize-winning novels, the 
actor is hoping we can see beyond 
the monarch’s weight and diseases. It 
helps that the story is approached 
from the perspective of Henry’s 
advisor Thomas Cromwell (acclaimed 
stage actor Mark Rylance). 

It’s also allowed Lewis to explore 
another side to the King. “I think what 
I’ve found in Henry is that the 
grandiose, more paranoid, self 
indulgent, self pitying, cruel Henry 
emerged in the period after this 
series... 

“What we’re trying to concentrate 
on a little bit is just to give a more 
varied portrait of Henry, and that’s 
really how this is written. Henry’s not 


in it very much but when we see him 
there’s great variety in his character 
and his personality... 

“We see him at times frightened by 
the memory of his mother and I think 
these are little insights that people 
won’t be used to, you know, and yet 
there are the similar things there, the 
vanity is still there, the self 
importance.” 

So it’s little wonder that the former 
Homeland star has mixed feelings 
about being able to empathise with 
his character. ‘The more I read about 
him the more I was happy - and 
alarmed - to find that I did share 
character traits with him. 

“I suppose everyone else will be 
the judge of it, but certainly sitting in 
the clothes, it feels like a canny piece 
of casting, because I do feel, I do find 
similarities between myself and him.” 

He adds: “I think there’s no 
question it helps having had the kind 
of schooling that I’ve had [at Eton] to 
play a King. Just the way, the sort of 
court structure, hierarchies, the way 
they’re set up, it’s something I feel I 
implicitly understand.” 


We’ll be able to see just how 
convincing Lewis is as the six-part 
series begins with the monarch 
desperate to produce a male heir, 
which means ending his marriage to 
Katherine of Aragon (Joanne 
Whalley). 

Unfortunately, Cardinal Wolsey 
(Jonathan Pryce) isn’t having 
much luck in persuading the Pope to 
annul the union - and if he falls from 
favour, that will also have a knock-on 
effect on his protege, Thomas 
Cromwell. 

When the Cardinal is dismissed as 
Lord Chancellor, the noble families of 
England begin jostling for position, 
keen to become the King’s next 
advisors, but Cromwell is hopeful that 
the Wolsey will eventually regain 
Henry’s favour. 

That could be tricky though, as 
the Cardinal has made many 
enemies at court, including one Anne 
Boleyn (Claire Foy), who still resents 
him for ending her betrothal to Henry 
Percy eight years earlier, and could 
now be in a position to take revenge 
as the King’s rumoured new 
mistress...

Small hatch 
that’s big on 
power and 
sets the pace

The Ford Fiesta Zetec-S Red and 
Black Editions pack a 140PS 
punch from their tiny 1.0-litre en¬ 
gines. 

Ford’s Fiesta has been a hit when 
fitted with the 1.0-litre Ecoboost 
three-cylinder engine and these Ze- 
tec-S Black and Red Editions are the 
most extreme versions yet, with MOPS 
from the tiny three-pot. 

They look racy, will hit 62mph in nine sec¬ 
onds and start at less than £15,000. 

About 40 years ago, Ford built a 5.0-li- 
tre V8 version of the Mustang. Developing 
MOPS, it was tested by Road and Track 
magazine and recorded a speed to 60mph 
of 10.5 seconds, eventually running out of 
ideas at 106mph. The ‘metric Mustang’ as 
it was called, ditched the old cubic inch 
capacity labelling and switched to litres. 
These days Ford can do amazing things 
with a litre. 

The Fiesta Zetec-S Black and Red Edi¬ 
tions use 1.0 litres of cubic capacity to 
amazing effect, matching the 5.0-litre Mus¬ 
tang’s power output, easily bettering its 
performance and handling and offering fuel 
economy that Ford engineers would once 
have thought pure fantasy. 

Tweaked 

You might well have seen the 80,100 and 
125PS versions of the Ecoboost 1.0-litre 
engines before, but Ford’s engineers have 
tweaked the powerplant to offer up a few 
more ponies. 

Not only does the MOPS output make 
these Fiestas the most powerful 1.0-litre 
volume production cars ever but you also 
get more power per litre than in a Bugatti 
Veyron or a Lamborghini Aventador. 

This results in some fairly crisp acceler¬ 
ation figures, the lightweight powerplant 
helping the Fiesta to 62mph in just nine sec¬ 
onds and topping out at 125mph. In fact, 
this engine delivers more than twice the 
specific output per litre than its predecessor 
- the 1.6-litre 100PS engine that powered 
the Fiesta S just 10 years ago. 

Like all the Ecoboost engines, this one 
uses turbocharger to plump up the mid¬ 
range torque, and the three-cylinder pow¬ 
erplant features twin-independent variable 
cam timing and high-pressure direct-injec¬ 
tion technologies. 

The Red and Black Editions also get re¬ 
vised gear ratios for the five-speed manual 
transmission and a more focused suspen¬ 
sion set-up. 

In addition to new shock absorber and 
spring settings, the sport suspension uses 
a stiffer rear axle and revised tuning for the 
electronic power assisted steering system 
to deliver more detailed feedback through 
the wheel. 

As the name suggests, the Zetec-S Red 


and Black Edition versions of the Fiesta 
come in very specific colour schemes. 

These two-tone models are available in 
Race Red, complemented by Panther Black 
roof and detailing; or Panther Black, with 
Race Red roof and detailing. The three-door 
models feature front upper and lower grille 
surrounds, front bumper aerofoil and mirror 
caps in contrasting colours, with standard 
black 17in alloy wheels. 

Inside, you’ll find a black leather sports 
steering wheel and gear lever gaiter with 
red stitching, black floor mats with red 
stitching and charcoal black sport seats 
with contrasting red stitching and bolster 
exteriors. The rising beltline of the Fiesta 
in profile doesn’t seem to bode well for the 
rear seat passengers in the three-door car 
but there’s surprisingly decent legroom and 
headroom that’s manageable even for a 
six-footer. 

Prices start at around £16,000, which 
might seem quite a lot for a Fiesta with a 
1.0-litre powerplant but this unit develops 
the same power output as the engine you’d 
get in a similarly-priced SEAT Ibiza 1.4 TSI 
and Ford has levered in quite a bit of kit as 
well. 

As well as the tuned suspension, re¬ 
vised steering, body styling parts and alloy 
wheels, you get equipment like stability 
control, anti-lock brakes, seven airbags, 
a Quickclear windscreen, a trip computer, 
a CD player with controls on the steering 
wheel, central locking and electric heated 
mirrors. 

The EasyFuel cap-less refuelling system 
is also very slick. 

Cheaper 

Obvious rivals include the SEAT and Su- 
zuki’s Swift Sport, which develops 136PS 
and is just over a grand cheaper. 

Perhaps the biggest threat to this car is 
the fact that Ford’s brilliant Fiesta ST - all 
182PS of it - starts at just £17,250. 

At the risk of sounding like a scratched 
record, it’s worth bearing in mind that these 
tiny, high output engines never make any¬ 
thing like the promised fuel economy. Ford 
quotes a figure of 62.8mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle, but should you average over 
40mpg, you’ll be doing fairly well. Emis¬ 
sions are rated at just 104g/km, which is a 
brilliant figure for what is ostensibly a per¬ 
formance hatch. 

For all the carping about fuel economy, 
getting better than 40mpg from such a 
quick and capable petrol-engined car isn’t 
all that bad. Residual values will reflect the 
fact that the Fiesta is a brilliant driver’s car 
and one that needn’t be expensive to fuel, 
tax or insure. 

Yes, you’re limited on colour and the 
black car with the red contrasts is only go¬ 
ing to suit the more extrovert buyers but it’s 
hard to think of anything more fun for fifteen 
grand.

Super cool 
Leon Cupra 
- grace with 
lots of pace

I’m going to start at the end. Having this car 
parked outside my flat for the last six months 
has been a privilege. 

It reminds me every time I drive it that there are 
fast, fun cars out there that you don’t need to thrash 
around like you’re a hormone-charged teenager. It’s 
a car in which you can chill out just as much as go 
sports car-baiting - but boy, is it good at the latter. 

First let me sum up the performance. When you let it 
loose, the Cupra 280 runs riot like a furiously territorial bull. 
It rampages through the DSG gearbox with the front tyres 
on the limit, slamming each new ratio home with a satis¬ 
fying whump in the back and a cheeky parp from the twin 
exhausts. 

I reckon it could - and should - be a bit louder in Cupra 
mode; the angriest of the four driving mode selector op¬ 
tions. When Comfort and Individual modes can take care of 
the quiet, relaxed, everyday thing, there’s no reason to hold 
back with Cupra. 

The VAQ triple-clutch differential assist on the front axle 
is worth its weight in unobtanium, managing the immense 
torque across the grippy front Bridgestones to devastating 
effect. Dry weather traction is unbelievable: violent, relent¬ 
less and intoxicating. Your tyre fitter will thank you for the 
extra business if you enjoy it too often. 

The DSG gearbox is a thorn in the car’s side. It’s a bit 
fragile, so torque has to be limited and fed in slowly when 
the turbo first spools up. It helps to make the automatic Cu¬ 
pra the gentler and more relaxed option compared to the 
manual, but the latter is more immediate, more explosive, 
more raw and, believe it or not, smoother - unless you’re a 
complete dunce with the clutch. 

Additional 

Then there’s the lack of real manual control to boost the 
sense of driving involvement. If you don’t shift up in time, it’ll 
do it for you, so if you’re just a fraction late with the shift pad¬ 
dle, you end up switching two gears instead of one. It could 
definitely be implemented better. At the additional price it 
commands, it’s hard to recommend DSG. 

But either way, having that swell of torque on tap is a joy 
even if you only ever use 20 percent of it on your commute. 
Just knowing it’s there is enough to put a smile on your face. 

Over my time with it, I did come across some annoying 
niggles. The CD player being in the glove box is one of 
them, and the desperately old-tech media screen is another 
- I’m sure the screen on my first mobile phone had better 
resolution. 

OK, I exaggerate, but it really isn’t good enough for a 
2014 car costing almost £30,000 before options. Thankfully, 
the much-improved unit from the Leon X-Perience could see 
production in the Cupra in a year or two. 

I’ve really grown to like the wheels. They give stance. 
I wasn’t sure about them to begin with, thinking them on 
the large side for the size of car. At 19 inches, they make 
one heck of a statement and initially I’d have preferred the 
18-inchers available only for the Leon FR, but the more you 
look at this car, the more the wheels make sense. 

It’s not a massively overstated car in terms of its styling, 
but there’s no question in my mind that the wheels add at¬ 
titude. 

Until you kerb them, anyway. Protect them if you can. 

What I really love about the hottest Leon is that it’s not 
perfect. My affection for it comes squarely from the heart 
rather than the head. There are flaws to accept and work 
around, just like with a husband or wife, but it’s all part of 
the hot Seat’s unique character. It helps that it’s especial¬ 
ly beautiful in the three-door SC body style with its sleekly 
sloping roof line and rear three-quarter curves to die for. 

The Leon Cupra 280 is uber-desirable; it’s a car you buy 
because it pulls your heartstrings more than any of its rivals. 
But rest assured it has the bite to back up its bark.

Kia’s quart-from-a-pint-pot small car, the 
facelifted Venga, is now on sale in the UK. 

There are restyled front and rear ends which give the Ven¬ 
ga a sportier appearance and the interiors have been re¬ 
freshed with added touches of luxury and more equipment. 
At the top of the range there is a new Venga 4 model. 

The new line-up is based on five trim grades and four en¬ 
gines, giving a choice of 11 models. The highly economical 
1.4- and 1.6-litre petrol and diesel engines are carried over 
from the previous Venga and give potential fuel economy 
of up to 64.2mpg, with C02 emissions as low as 117g/km. 
Intelligent Stop & Go (ISG) is standard where it can effect 
a worthwhile improvement in fuel consumption and emis¬ 
sions, and appears on all but one manual version. 

The 89bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine is offered with 1, 1 Air 
and 2 trim grades, while the 89bhp 1.4-litre diesel is re¬ 
served exclusively for Venga 2. The two 1.6-litre engines 
with manual transmission are available with grades 3 and 
4. The 1.6 petrol engine is also offered with a four-speed 
automatic gearbox in grades 2, 3 and 4. 

All versions have a more aggressive, sportier front bump¬ 
er and main grille, featuring a new take on the ‘tiger nose’ 
theme with high-gloss black mesh and a chrome surround. 
The Kia logo has been relocated to the bodywork. The lower 
air intake has been redesigned to house daytime running 
lights (LED with grades 3 and 4) next to the fog lights, which 
now sit in high-gloss black housings joined by a chrome 
strip. There is also now a chrome strip linking the rear light 
units, which are LED on Venga 4. Another premium touch 
with Venga 4 is the chrome exterior door handles. 

For grades 2 and above, there are new-style 16-inch alloy 
wheels with five triple spokes, while grades 1 and 1 Air con¬ 
tinue with 15-inch steel wheels with five-spoke embellishers. 

Interior improvements include new black Houndstooth 
cloth for entry-grade models, while grade 2 continues 
with black Beat cloth and level 3 again has black Bamboo 
part-leather and part-cloth upholstery. This is also fitted to 
the new Venga 4. There is a new Grey Metal Grain paint 
finish for the centre fascia of Venga 1,1 Air and 2, while high- 
gloss black continues to adorn Venga 3 and is replicated in 
the new Venga 4.
